T h e to ta l registration 
was 8750, which m e a n s that about 
05 per eent of the to ta l vote was 
polled. For an u n fa v o ra b le day til s 
would have been a good vote, but 
the weather was so ideal 
Tuesday 
that the figures did n o t equal expec 
tations. 
Until noon 
m a n y m e n 
familiar 
with political affairs 
believed that 
not more than fifty pe r cent of tile 
vote would be cast, b u t during the 
afternoon a great n u m b e r of women 
voted which increased the per cent 
to the figure already quoted. In ‘some 
precincts the figures 
Indicate that 
there was a g r e a t e r inte re st on tne 
part of the women t h a n the men. 
The underlying m a c h in e r y for an 
election under tjie commission form 
of government net 
Is so different 
from any other election that it is 
very difficult to figure on resells. 
Fo far as known t h e r e was no com­ 
bination of candidates, an d each < ne 
of the thirty w a s going it alone 
with whatever o rganization he could 
summon. 
In most instances t h e r e was prac­ 
tically no organization, the candi­ 
date having simply 
m a d e his can­ 
vass, Interviewed his friends, adver­ 
tised in other w ays t h a t he would 
appreciate support, a n d 
then left

friends.” 
There w e re some candi­ 
dates who h a d c a r r ia g e s and auto­ 
mobiles but the polls did riot have 
the usual num ber of w o rk ers about 
them, and during m o s t of the day 
did not present a very lively scene.

E n r iq u e C. Llorente, Washington 
representative of General Villa, re­ 
ceived a message saying the Zapa­ 
tista forces occupied Mexico City to­ 
day immediately on the evacuation 
of O bregon’^ troops. 
Sillim au Delivers Note. 
W o r d came from American Consul 
Silliman th a t at a personal in ter­ 
view’ with Gen. Carranza he had d e ­ 
livered to the latter the formal note 
from the United States government 
d e m a n Jin g an improvement in con­ 
ditions for foreigners in the terri­ 
tory u n d e r his control. 
C a r r a n z a promised a written re­ 
ply soon but stated orally that Gen­ 
eral Obregon 
had not 
prevented 
food supplies from reaching the City 
of Mexico nor had he sent the avail­ 
able supplies from the capital. These
